Death of Hon. Joel R. Poinsett. 

The telegraph announces the decease ot 
Hon. Poissert, formerly Secretary 
of War, under the Presidency of Mr. Van 
Buren, and at an earlier period Minister 
Plenipotentiary to Mexico, during the ad- 
ministration of John Quincy Adams. His 
death took place at his residence at States- 
burg, South Carolina, on Friday, Dee. 12th, 
at the venerable age of seventy-three years. 

Mr. Pointsett was a native of South Car- 
olina, where his ancestors, who were French 
Pretestants, cstablished themselves soon 
after the revocation of the edict of Nantz. 
He reeeived his early education at Green- 
field, Conn., under the charge of the late 
President Dwight, and at about the age of 
seventeen was sent to England tor the pur. 
pose of completing his studies, as well as 
of enjoving the advantages of foreign tra- 
vel. Returning to this country 1800, 
having reached the 21st year of his age: he
